Her name was changed in 1914, when she
was put in the crulper cliss. At the time
of the launching she was the largest ship
of any type In the Navy, She was 502
feet long and had & beam of 72 fest 101

inches and n draft of 25 Tfeat Her dis-
placement was 14,600 tons. Her speed was
22,16 knots an hour, developing 27,370
horsepower. She carried 25 wardroom
officers, 14 Jjunior officers, 14 warrant
officern, 84 chief petty offlcers, 806 man
and €4 marines

Her armament consisted of four 10-inch
rifes, 16 d-inch rapid Aring guns, 22 3-inch
rapid firing guns—all of 50 ecallbre. The
vessal had four Zl-inch submerged torpedo
tubes. The Memphis was a sister ship of
the Montana, North Carolinn and Wash-
ington, She was dellvered to the Governs
ment July 11, 1906, under the commund ot
Captain A. G, Balley.
